Even in the seemingly progres- 
sive paradise that is San Francisco, it’s 
not easy being a transgender woman of 
color — let alone an immigrant, too. 
They’re often victims of violence, they’re 
regularly left out of funding, and they 
encounter transphobia and prejudice 
across social services. But in an old brick 
building in the Mission, up three flights 
of stairs and behind a white door, is a ref- 
uge: El/La Para TransLatinas. For nearly 
15 years, the organization has createda 
space and advocated for trans Latinx 
people — and with the recent sale of 
their building to a local nonprofit, they 
can continue to do so for decades to 
come. 

Interim Executive Director Maritza 
Penagos has held her breath over the 
past few months as negotiations over 


the Redstone Building’s sale took place. 


Coworking conglomerate WeWork was 
rumored to have made a $21 million 
offer for the large, 105-year-old edifice 


on 16th Street, which is home to many 
longstanding nonprofits, from Won- 
der Dog Rescue to Mojo Theatre. For 
months tenants held meetings and ral- 
lied the press as the owner negotiated 
with the nonprofit Mission Economic 
Development Agency (MEDA) to find 
a price they could both work with. Last 
week, they reached a deal. 

The sale to a nonprofit known for 
caring for its tenants is a big win for 
El/La, which serves one of the most 
vulnerable populations in the city. 

Its drop-in hours draw hundreds of 
people: In a four-month period, 287 
people passed through their space. Of 
those, 75 percent identify as transgen- 
der, 99 percent are Latinx immigrants, 
and 20 percent identify as queer. 

“We have people who are here every 
single night we’re open,’ Penagos says. 
“This is home. We have women who 
literally get released from detention, 
some organization gives them money 
to get to San Francisco, and we're all 
they have. We’re doing everything 
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from teaching people how to ride 
BART, to getting them to a political 
asylee lawyer, helping them go through 
the gender-affirmation process, getting 
them signed up for Healthy San Fran- 
cisco, getting their ID changed.” 

Many of the people connecting with 
El/La aren't able to find trans-com- 
petent care elsewhere — even in San 
Francisco. Shelters and navigation 
centers can be dangerous for someone 
who doesn’t adhere to a traditional 
gender identity. Despite attempts at 
bilingual services, many city services 
fall short when a monolingual Spanish 
speaker shows up. And locating provid- 
ers who understand the intricacies of 
being transgender — or even the right 
terminology — can be a challenge. 
Within El/La’s purple walls, people 
find the support necessary to thrive. 

“We're always looking at how we 
build resilience,” Penagos says. “We 
build it by creating a safe space. If peo- 
ple come here and feel safe, and we can 
get them access to some basic services, 
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they’re going to blossom. We see that 
over and over and over again.” 

“San Francisco is my city, is my 
home — all of San Francisco, literally. 
My living room is El/La, my closet 
is my car, my yard is Golden Gate 
Park, my bathroom is the beach,” one 
Colombian woman — who wished to 
remain anonymous — told SF Weekly 
at a gathering about trans housing last 
month. “I have to move through all the 
city all the time, because I do not only 
have one roof over my head.” 

But from 5 to 9 p.m., Tuesday 
through Friday, she has somewhere 
she can kick off her shoes, eat a meal, 
and chat with people who face similar 
struggles. And the longer El/La is 
around, the more people it helps get 
on their feet. Of its eight staff, five are 
former participants of the program, 
creating a strong, peer-based style of 
mentorship. 

“T’ve worked in so many nonprofits 
in the city over the years, and this has 
been the best job,” Penagos says. “The 


staff have such high potential, and are 
so mission driven. It’s a dream come 
true.” 

Nevertheless, Penagos’ remaining 
time at the organization is limited. 
After coming on as interim executive 
director in 2017, she will leave her role 
in June. Much of her job over the past 
year has been to get El/La into a secure 
financial place, to better support a 
future trans Latina “who’s going to be 
an emerging leader and may or may 
not have had the typical opportunities 
that most executive directors have 
had,” she says. Interviews for potential 
leaders have been underway, and an 
announcement on who will step into 
the role should be released in the com- 
ing weeks. 

It’s not going to be an easy path 
forward. El/La continues to be under- 
funded, despite its position in address- 
ing some of the biggest health and 
safety discrepancies in San Francisco. 
Transgender women of color face high- 
er infection rates for HIV, lower treat- 
ment rates, and a higher mortality rate 
— yet El/La only receives $122,000 
per year for HIV prevention and treat- 
ment, $28,000 of which is earmarked 
for PrEP, or pre-exposure prophylaxis. 

“If you were to look at the funding 
in relation to prevalence and incidents, 
it is so subpar,” Penagos says. “That’s 
been one of the most frustrating 
things. We can’t get access to what the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation is able 
to give to their clients. It oftentimes 
means our clients have to go some- 
where else to get something, versus us 
being able to offer it.” 

That struggle will continue, but the 
fight to stay in their location on 16th 
Street is over. 

“T know that our participants have 
really been concerned about having to 
leave here. There is really an emotional 
connection to this place, that goes be- 
yond it just being a building,” Penagos 
says. But the organization is similar to 
the people who walk through its doors: 
Now that it’s got a secure place to live, 
it can start looking ahead. 

“We're 13 years old,” she adds. 
“We're looking at our quinceafiera. 
We're really growing up.”

Dismemberment 
Houses Are 

No Longer on 
the Market 


Gruesome homicide cases 
fromlast summer are still not 
resolved, but the homes where 
they took place have sold — at 
some scary prices.

A once rent-controlled apart- 
ment selling for more than a million dol- 
lars isn’t too notable in San Francisco 
these days. But could it push through the 
noise if a gruesome murder took place 
there? 

Such are the circumstances for not 
one but two houses where shocking 
dismemberment cases took place last 
summer. The SoMa home of 65-year- 
old Brian Egg, whose torso was found 
in a fish tank in September 2018, sold 
in recent weeks. It’s unknown what the 
ultimate selling price was, but the re- 
altor told KPIX the $1.5 million asking 
price “seems like a bargain.” 

Egg was a longtime resident and 
owner of 228 Clara St. before the 
gruesome discovery was made. Family 
members and concerned neighbors last 
saw him in May or early June, before 
reporting him as missing. They repeat- 
edly contacted the police, who made 
two welfare checks at the house, but 
declined to enter. 


Crusader for 
Environmental 
Justice in 
Bayview Dies 


Marie Harrison advocated 
for a proper cleanup of the 
Hunters Point Shipyard, years 
before city officials were 
compelled to notice.

Marie Harrison, who tire- 
lessly fought against health dispari- 
ties in Bayview Hunters Point for 
decades, has died at age 71. 

The longtime Bayview resident is 
known for her work as a campaign 
adviser for Greenaction, a national 


But after a neighbor called 911 to 
report a suspicious person outside 
with a hazardous-materials cleaning 
truck — paid for with Egg’s debit 
card — police found a torso in a large 
fish tank in a concealed part of the 
residence. It was later determined to 
be Egg. 

Lance Silva was frequently seen 
at Ege’s house and was considered a 
person of interest in the case, but in an 
odd twist, he was released last week. 


environmental and health justice 
group, was taken off life support over 
the weekend after fighting a lung con- 
dition for years. 

“A strong and powerful woman of 
color and community leader, Marie 
spoke truth to power and never sold 
out or compromised her principles,” 
Greenaction CEO Bradley Angel said 
in a statement on Monday. “She 
waged, and won, epic David versus 
Goliath fights, saving lives, fighting 
for justice, and making life miserable 
for the forces of evil — polluters and 
sell-out politicians and government 
officials!” 

Harrison moved to the Bayview 
in 1966, and became all too aware of 
environmental injustice through her 
job at the Hunters Point Shipyard. 
She grew suspicious of Tetra Tech 
long before the United States Navy or 
EPA began finding fraudulent samples 
that eventually led to two former 
company supervisors sentenced to 
federal prison in May 2018. An un-

Police also arrested and later released 
Robert McCaffrey, charging them both 
with theft of an elder, fraud, grand 
theft, and motor-vehicle theft. 

The case is still under investigation, 
leaving new owners or tenants in the 
dark about what may have happened 
in their new home. Additionally, Egg’s 
family, friends, and neighbors remain 
angry and in mourning over Silva’s re- 
lease from custody. 

This wasn’t the only home that 


derground fire that shot flames out of 
the ground 10 years prior on the ship- 
yard site first alarmed her. She would 
go on to provide civilian oversight to 
the cleanup on the federally mandat- 
ed Restoration Advisory Board for 16 
years until it was disbanded. 

“We were told, ‘You guys don’t 
listen to us — we see no reason to 
continue this board, ” Harrison said 
in August 2018. “My response was, 
‘Are we supposed to be listening to 
you, or are you supposed to be listen- 
ing to us?’” 

Harrison told SF Weekly that the 
ongoing effort left her with “a lot 
of built-up anxiety.” She was a non- 
smoker who developed a rare lung 
condition that left her bound to an 
oxygen tank. Still, she showed up at 
community meetings and public hear- 
ings, fought government officials for 
data they were reluctant to give, and 
yelled at supervisors for not listening 
to what she'd been saying for decades. 

“Despite this challenge, Marie 
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went up for sale after a particularly 
brutal killing. In a case that touched 
a nerve for any San Franciscan who’s 
ever had a bad roommate situation, 
one such altercation led to another 
grisly death last summer. In June 
2018, the body of 61-year-old Marga- 
ret Mamer was found dismembered 
and stuffed in a plastic container. 

Her roommate, Lisa Gonzales, was 
reportedly frustrated by items that had 
been misplaced since Mamer moved in, 


continued her tireless environmental 
justice work for her community and 
other communities far and wide,” 
Angel said. “Marie continued to fight 
for justice to her very last day and 
inspired people everywhere.” 

Angel added that Harrison would 
want them to live up to the words 
of the legendary organizer Mother 
Jones: “Pray for the dead, but fight 
like hell for the living.” 

And we already know what Har- 
rison wanted to see through, even if 
she didn’t know how many days she 
had left to make it happen. 

“T don’t know how long I am going 
to be here,” Harrison said. “But I sure 
as hell am not going anywhere until I 
make sure you all clean up that ship- 
yard correctly.” 

Greenaction will honor Harrison 
during their Mother’s Day Walk- 
athon for Healthy Communities and 
Environmental Justice on Sunday 
at Peacock Meadows in Golden Gate 
Park starting at 9 a.m. Condolences 
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and gave her a 30-day notice in April 
2018. Two weeks after Mamer was 
supposed to leave, she went missing. 

A third roommate told police of a 
strange metallic smell when returning 
home from work on May 15 and a vin- 
egar scent the next day. She was told 
by Gonzales that Mamer left “but not 
the way she should have” and noted a 
hacksaw under the sink, plus a large 
plastic storage container. Police con- 
ducted a welfare check on June 2, find- 
ing Mamer’s torso and sawed-off limbs 
in a container covered in maggots and 
with liquid spilling out. 

Now Gonzales is in custody. Her 
former landlord later put the place up 
for sale. Listed at $985,000, realtors 
simply cited “death on property in 
2018,” with a link to the Examiner 
article about the dismemberment (or 
otherwise said to Google the address if 
they wish to know more). 

Still, prospective buyers at a show- 
ing in January were quite enthused 
by the price of the since-renovated 
place. Mission Local reported that one 
intended to look up the address to find 
out more. 

The house sold for $1.05 million, 
after being promoted with this de- 
scription: “Classic design is elevated 
for modern living in this full-floor 
condo on one of the best Inner Mission 
blocks.” 

But that means that whoever moves 
in will have to overlook some shocking 
details in a case that’s still unresolved. 
Gonzales pleaded not guilty in June 
2018, but the trial was put on hold un- 
til an autopsy report could determine 
Mamer’s cause of death. 

Gonzales is scheduled to appear in 
court for a pretrial on Wednesday.

Regulators Get 
the Villain Edit 


Papa & Barkley wanted to be 
poked and prodded. 

No, this isn’t a reminiscence 
from a consensual Folsom Street 
Fair encounter but the regulatory 
philosophy for one of the cannabis 
industry’s leading balms. When Papa 
& Barkley elected to make the city 
of Eureka their home, they decided 
their best shot at longevity was to be 
proactive. 

While many companies might 
have made efforts to limit their 
contact with state regulators, Papa 
& Barkley welcomed them with open 
arms. 

“We told the city that we'd be 
their guinea pig,” Chief Compliance 
Officer Jon O’Connor explains. “We 
told them to come in as often as 
they wanted. We told them to poke 
at us. We said we'd work with them 
because we felt it was important to 
demystify the process and to show 


them what we were doing.” 

In the larger narrative of the can- 
nabis industry, state regulators have 
often been made out as boogeymen 
— enforcers of the law eager to up- 
hold the latest version of the rules, 
however impractical they may be. As 
changes to requirements for packag- 
ing, testing, or tracking within the 
industry are announced, many can- 
nabis companies have found them- 
selves in a race against the clock to 
adhere to new compliance deadlines. 

In the midst of this mayhem, 
Papa & Barkley decided the best 
course of action would be to help 
regulators as much as possible. Once 
the company had a research and 
manufacturing license, it started to 
offer tours of their facility to local 
officials, regulators, and staffers. 

“Even before we had applications 
to file with the [Bu- 
reau of Cannabis Con- 
trol] or the California 
Department of Public 
Health,” O’Connor 
says, we were hosting 
tours of people from 
Sacramento — 15 to 
20 people at a time. 
We’d put them in lab 
coats and send them 
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for themselves. 

At a time when numerous busi- 
nesses in the Emerald Triangle fear 
for their future thanks to expiring 
temporary licenses and a massive 
backlog from the BCC on permanent 
license approvals, Papa & Barkley 
aren’t pushing the panic button. Of 
their seven state licenses, six are 
either permanent or provisional, 
meaning they won't be subject to the 
great culling currently occurring as 
smaller (or less prepared) companies 
find their licenses expiring and must 
consider halting operations. 

Indeed, many of the small busi- 
nesses in the cannabis trade — espe- 
cially in cultivation — simply don't 
have the resources for an O’Connor. 
While he now has a staff of two 
working alongside him, his tenure as 
Papa & Barkley’s sole staff mem- 
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ber focused on compliance is still a 
luxury many operations can’t afford. 

“T really feel for the small mom- 
and-pop operators,” O’Connor con- 
cedes. “It’s a lot of paperwork anda 
lot of work for them.” 

As part of O’Connor’s efforts to 
keep Papa & Barkley compliant, he 
estimates that he speaks with every 
relevant regulatory agency three to 
five times a week. Such efforts may 
seem excessive, but part of the rea- 
son for such constant contact is the 
simple fact that regulators are learn- 
ing about the cannabis industry at 
the same rate as everyone else. 

“They’re confused about all the 
things we’re confused about as well,” 
O’Connor says. “We're all in the 
same place. Regulators really are try- 
ing their best. They don’t have the 

answers, but if they’re 
trying to find the an- 
swers, we can help.” 
At the moment, 
numerous cannabis 
companies facing the 
licensing crunch are 
trying to decide what 
their best course of 
action will be. Is it to 
continue operating 
outside of compliance 
until their permanent 
license is approved or 
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do they shutter their doors and hope 
they have the funds to weather the 
storm until they’re cleared to resume 
business? 

O’Connor’s advice is simple: Pick 
up the phone. 

“I think my advice for the indus- 
try is to talk to as many regulators 
and local officials as you can, as of- 
ten as you can. Also, take a step back 
and see what you can do for your 
community. How can you influence 
positive change? All of these licenses 
go back to local municipalities and 
jurisdictions, so, if you’re doing good 
for your community, whoever’s in 
charge of cannabis locally will make 
sure your business sticks around.” 

The option to be contentious is 
also available, although in O’Con- 
nor’s estimation, such tactics are 
about as effective as yelling at a bank 
teller because you're displeased with 
Wells Fargo’s business policies. 

Regulators have a checklist, 
O’Connor says. “If you have a con- 
versation with them about why 
that checklist is bad, they have no 
power or influence as far as getting 
it changed. Our approach is to be ex- 
tremely transparent with state regu- 
lators and to be extremely proactive 
with them as well.” 


Skateboard- 
friendly 
zones in SF

This week’s question comes from An- 
thony T. in Bernal Heights, who asks: 


- ‘lama skateboarder, nota 
criminal! I use my skateboard as a 
way of getting around because Uber 
is expensive, because busses are slow 
and I live on a hill. It’s fun and good 
for the environment, right? I was 
skateboarding down the sidewalk on 
my way down Market to meet a 
friend to board a bit in Justin Her- 
man Plaza. Some guard at one of the 
office buildings said I couldn’t board 
on the sidewalk or in the plaza. I told 
him it was a free country and he 
should mind his own business. He 
said he was going to call the cops and 
we Saw a cruiser coming up So we 
split. Can I get busted for skate- 
boarding?” 


A: Anthony, I have unfortunately 
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learned about skateboarding law 
through the misfortune of my cli- 
ents. We have represented dozens of 
skateboarders who have been hit by 
cars, trucks, motorcycles and bicy- 
cles. Because skateboards have no 
lights they are especially vulnerable 
(and illegal) when ridden at night. 
Personal injuries on skateboards are 
often very severe, with head injuries 
and broken upper extremity (arms, 
legs, shoulders) being the most com- 
mon injuries we see. 


San Francisco has its own trans- 
portation Code provision governing 
skateboarding within The City. 
Under San Francisco Transporta- 
tion Code Section 7.2.13, “Non-Mo- 
torized User Propelled Vehicles 
(NUV),” it is prohibited to ride a 
skateboard upon any sidewalk in 
any “business district” within the 
City. It is also unlawful to ride a 
skateboard on the city streets with- 
in any “business district.” The SF- 
GOV website describes the down- 
town Financial District as follows: 
The area is bounded roughly by 
Market Street to the south, the San 
Francisco Bay to the east, China- 
town and Taylor Street to the west, 
and Bush Street (between Taylor 
and Kearny) and Washington Street 
(between Kearny and the Bay) to 
the north. There is no reference to 
other “business districts” on the 
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SFGOV website, but I believe that 
the term might be broadly inter- 
preted to cover commercial streets 
like Union, Clement, Valencia and 
other areas with high commercial 
density. This is a matter open to 
interpretation and potentially legal 
determination, but the sidewalk 
along Market Street to Justin Her- 
man Plaza is very likely to be con- 
sidered within a “business district.” 


There are several other locations 
where skateboarding is prohibit- 
ed by state and municipal laws. 
California law prohibits the riding 
of a skateboard inside any transit 
facility such as Muni Underground, 
Bart, CalTrain, etc. stations. San 
Francisco Municipal Codes fur- 
ther prohibit skateboarding in: 
any Park or Plaza within the city 
except where expressly permitted 
(Administrative Code Chapter 94); 
Yerba Buena Gardens and the new 
Transbay Rooftop Deck (Park Code 
Article 11); South Beach Park, Rin- 
con Park, or any Port park located 
within the Mission Bay North or 
Mission Bay South Redevelopment 
Plan Areas (Port Code Article 7); 
the Japanese Tea Garden, the Arbo- 
retum and Conservatory Valley ar- 
eas of Golden Gate Park (Park Code 
Article 3). Pursuant to these regu- 
lations, skateboarding is prohibited 
in Justin Herman Plaza, where you 


were planning to “board.” 


Skateboarding in restricted ar- 
eas may be punishable by a fine not 
to exceed $250 and by community 
service for a total time not to ex- 
ceed 48 hours over a period not to 
exceed 30 days, during a time other 
than during the violator’s hours of 
school attendance or employment. 


You are legally allowed to ride 
a skateboard outside of these pro- 
scribed areas, so long as you do not 
ride on the sidewalk between the 
following time periods: % hour af- 


ter sunset to % hour before sunrise. 


When riding a skateboard during 
daylight hours, you must ride in 
the same direction as traffic and 
you must yield to pedestrians or bi- 
cyclists approaching from any side- 
walk within a marked or unmarked 
crosswalk. Transportation Code 
Section 7.2.13(b)(3) also requires 
skateboarders to yield “to any bicy- 
clist or motor vehicle approaching 
on the street.” Therefore, if you 

are riding in an area permitted for 
bicyclists, motor vehicles or pedes- 
trians, the law requires you to yield 
to them. 


While skateboarding you are 
always prohibited from wearing 
earplugs, headphones or headsets, 
and you cannot carry any object 


that impairs your vision in any di- 
rection. Pursuant to California Ve- 
hicle Code Section 21212, children 
under the age of 16 must wear a 
helmet when skateboarding or face 
a $25.00 fine for non-compliance. 


Despite all of these restrictions, 
a skateboarder injured by the 
fault of another is not without re- 
course. California personal injury 
laws hold drivers responsible for 
harms caused by their negligent 
acts. However violation of any 
skateboarding regulations may be 
considered comparative fault in a 
legal proceeding, thereby reducing 
any amount you may be entitled to 
recover by your percentage of fault.

Is there an auto-repair shop 
anywhere that’s more beautiful than the 
House of Brakes on the corner of Folsom 
and 24th streets? Even on the typo- 
graphical level, the sign’s kerning is ar- 
resting. But the real joy about it is the 
framing: allegorical murals on two sides, 
some of the best in the whole city, ex- 
ploding with the spirit of an indefatiga- 
ble neighborhood, including dancers, a 
trompe l’oeil Victorian home, and land- 
marks like the York Theatre, which 
closed in 1993 and became the Brava 
Women’s Theatre Arts eight years later. 
To some people, 24th Street in the Mis- 
sion is beleaguered, a last redoubt of Lat- 
inx culture that will go full Valencia in no 
time without constant vigilance. But it 
might be San Francisco’s most resilient 
neighborhood. 

24th Street starts all the way at 
the Bay — at Warm Water Cove, tech- 
nically. Once known as “Tire Beach,” 
it was a relatively uncontroversial 


part of the increasingly hot-button 
redevelopment of the city’s southeast 
waterfront. Crossing Third Street into 
the Dogpatch, 24th Street disappears 
under Potrero Hill’s public housing 
before re-emerging for two blocks 
west of Starr King open space, a quiet 
stretch crowned by the Purple House, 
a rambling lilac Victorian with lots 

of stained glass and tropical plants, 
abutting a block of Rhode Island Street 
that’s paved with cobblestones. 

But the best-known segment of 
24th picks up at the Highway 101 em- 
bankment in the southeast corner of 
the Mission, one of the very few places 
in the neighborhood where parking is 
occasionally plentiful. It crosses the 
entire neighborhood and bisects Noe 
Valley before terminating at another 
elevated thoroughfare, uppermost 
Market Street’s hulking viaduct. 
There’s a spring up there, visible from 
the thick growth of riparian vegeta- 
tion, that leads into the now-culverted 
Islais Creek. 
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That subterranean watercourse is 
as resilient as the neighborhood above 
it. Filled in and paved over decades 
ago, it never stopped flowing. At street 
level, the canopy of Chinese ficus trees 
that partially obscure the procession of 
signs of Latin American and Caribbean 
countries may soon give way — over 
some vociferous neighborhood ob- 
jections. San Francisco is in tumult, 
the Mission is in flux, but 24th Street 
hangs onto its soul better than any- 
where else. 

Discolandia became Pig & Pie and 
then Top Round Roast Beef — a chain! 
— but the long-gone record shop’s sign 
is still there. So is the ghost sign for 
Teddy Wong’s Hand Laundry. La Vic- 
toria Bakery shuttered this year after 
seven decades and an unfortunate in- 
ternecine family dispute, and Modern 
Times Bookstore said goodbye in No- 
vember 2016 after 45 years of awaiting 
the revolution — but the 65-year-old 
La Palma Mexicatessen is thriving, as 
is the cooperative Adobe Books. Forced 


out of its longtime home, Chicano 

art gallery Galeria de la Raza is set to 
reopen, this time on 16th Street. And 
Almanac Beer Co.’s taproom closed af- 
ter its owners parted ways. 

Elsewhere, new and old Dynamo 
Donut’s jalapefio-lime flavor coexists 
with the glazed crullers at The Jelly 
Donut. Although its CBD-centric 
spinoff on 21st Street lasted a week 
before the city cracked down, Sidewalk 
Juice lives peaceably with the Puerto 
Rican juicery El Nuevo Frutilandia half 
a block away. Vintage diner St. Francis 
Fountain (established 1918) and Roos- 
evelt Tamale Parlor (originally opened 
in 1922, closed only briefly starting in 
2015) stand cheek-by-jowl and on the 
same block as La Torta Gorda, serving 
giant sandwiches from the Mexican 
state of Puebla since 2002. Meanwhile, 
the equally gigantic portions at Wise 
Sons Jewish Delicatessen have come 
with your choice of toast (or a bialy) 
since 5771. 

There is no Starbucks, but there is 


Scandinavian-minimalist Third Wave 
coffee joint Haus, along with Philz, San 
Francisco’s pre-eminent Second Wave 
mini-chain. Walk uphill, and there’s 
another Philz in Noe Valley — not far 
from a Whole Foods. Downhill, the 
24th Street corridor went almost a 
decade between full-service grocery 
stores, but the 2017 arrival of Grocery 
Outlet doesn’t seem to have driven the 
family-run shops out of business. 

And there are murals, from the 
House of Brakes corn growing near 
Aztec pyramids on the side of La Palma 
to the political palimpsest outside the 
former Galeria de la Raza space to the 
entire courtyard of Casa Sanchez. Jua- 
na Alicia’s deep-blue La Llorona’s Sacred 
Waters guards the intersection of 24th 
and York, while nearly every surface 
of Balmy and Lucky alleys is covered. 
Even an exterior wall of a laundromat 
called Mr. Burbujas says, “Protect the 
Sacred.” Water runs below 24th Street, 
giving life to the resilient city above. 





24th and Bryant Will Always Belong to

A long-standing and beloved 
institution is under threat, the commu- 
nity rallies to save it, and victory or fail- 
ure follows. This is a cycle that San 
Francisco — the Mission, in particular 
— is accustomed to. But Galeria de la 
Raza doesn’t quite fit into either sce- 
nario. 

The Latinx arts gallery that helped 
sustain the international Chicano 
civil rights movement already knew it 
had to leave its 46-year-old home at 
2858 24th St., on the corner of Bryant 
Street, if it wanted a permanent place 
in San Francisco. So Executive Director 
Ani Rivera preemptively entered talks 
a few years ago to be housed alongside 
other nonprofits on Folsom and 16th 
streets through the Mission Economic 
Development Agency and the Tender- 
loin Neighborhood Corporation. 

“We knew that that wasn’t going to 
be a permanent option,’ Rivera says of 
the 24th Street location. “Our focus is 
continuing to build out and negotiate 
around the permanent site.” 

But the need for that space came 
sooner than expected. For years, 
Galeria leaders — including renowned 
muralist René Yafiez — had sought a 
longer-term lease, rather than exist 
month-to-month, and even offered

$500,000 in capital improvements in 
order to get one in 2015. The landlords 
declined, instead hitting the gallery 
with June 2018 notice that rent would 
be doubled. To offset the cost, they 
relocated to the significantly smaller 
Studio 24 space next door for the same 
rate they were paying before. 

Negotiations to secure a two-year 
lease, to keep them in place until 
they could set up a permanent place, 
sputtered. In October, the 48-year-old 
Galeria was forced out. 

Rivera is happy to report that 
the new spot at 1470 Valencia St. is 
home — albeit a smaller, interim one. 
Moving and preserving the archives 
was a significant task, and people are 
still finding their way to the new spot, 
where Galeria de la Raza’s mission of 
cultural affirmation continues through 
programming and exhibits. 

“Uprooting and rerooting ourselves 
has taken a toll and taken some time,” 
Rivera says. “It has been a moment 
of introspection, of making sure that 
while we're uprooting, we’re moving 
forward.” 

That path eventually takes them to 
a component of the 143-unit fully af- 


fordable housing building development 
at 990 Folsom Street around December 


2020. On Friday, Galeria will celebrate 
its groundbreaking there at 4 p.m. and

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encourages others to attend. 

Whatever comes to replace it is 
unlikely to fill the Galeria’s shoes, not 
that new tenants appear to be moving 
in anytime soon. The ghost of the bus- 
tling gallery remains, visible through 
the graffiti-streaked windows, its name 
still painted in yellow on the main 
wall’s navy blue backdrop. 

A historical landmark designation is 
underway, despite the building’s own- 
er, Lily Ng, objecting that her ability 
to manage the property would be re- 
stricted. Per the Historic Preservation 
Commission’s approved recommenda- 
tion in April, the Board of Supervisors 


will soon take up the final landmark 
designation for the space, including 
the mural frame and exterior building 
details. It’s early in the process, but Ri- 
vera pictures a plaque in the sidewalk 
to permanently mark the corner’s his- 
tory of Galeria de la Raza. 

“As a community, as a people, the 
most powerful thing we have is our 
histories and our legacies,” Rivera says. 
“The ideas, the works, that came out of 
that corner shapes our community not 
just on a local but global perspective. 
We don’t want that to be forgotten, we 
want it to continue to be celebrated.” 

By June, Rivera says they expect to 
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be settled into the interim space and 
host an open house while keeping a 
close watch on the landmark status as 
an eternal commemoration on 24th 
Street. Rivera herself hasn’t been back 
to that familiar corner, save for driving 
by. It’s still too painful, she says. 

“T think it’s important that we let 
the wound heal and breathe,” Rivera 
says. ‘We're happy to have a home.”

For whatever reason — most 
likely its proximity to BART — the 
Mickey D’s at 24th and Mission got a 
major upgrade six years ago. Dubbed the 
“Hipster McDonald’s” because of its use 
of then-trendy reclaimed wood, it none- 
theless remained what it had long been, 
a gathering spot for older folks and 
neighborhood families, a last stop for 
commuters getting on the train and first 
stop for people getting off. 

The Mission’s close association with 
hipsterdom — always a loosely defined 
term, but like the Supreme Court and 
pornography, you know it when you 
see it — hasn’t ebbed, but 24th Street 
has reasserted its Latinx identity in 
the culinary domain just as much as 
in the political arena. Mission Mission 
has all but ceased publishing and all 
four places in the Local Mission Eatery 
group have vanished as well. But to 
state something truly obvious, 24th 
Street between San Jose and Potrero 
avenues is as diverse and wonderful 
as ever — and while displacement and 


gentrification are very real, you won't 
find omakase tasting menus with four 
dollars signs here. 


Start the morning off with eggs and cof- 
fee at the homey Sun Rise (3126 24th 
St.), only these eggs come Salvador- 
ean-style, with rice and black beans, 
queso fresco, and plantains. Very like a 
NOLA-style King Cake, only ring-shaped 
and with candied fruits, rosca de reyes is 
the specialty at La Reyna Bakery (3114 
24th St.) next door. La Victoria’s absence 
will never be filled, but if you just want a 
simple glazed en route to a 5:30 a.m. 
BART train, the no-frills Jelly Donut 
(3198 24th St.) covers all the bases. 
While Dynamo Donut’s flowery 
(and occasionally butterfly-filled) 
backyard is perfect for reading with a 
maple-bacon doughnut in hand, blond- 
wood-filled Haus (3086 24th St.) is the 
neighborhood’s resident laptop farm 
— and it’s got a patio, too. But before 
it spread across California and beyond, 
Phil Jaber opened the very first Philz 
Coffee at 3101 24th St. in 2002. (Yes, 
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Where to Eat on 24th Street in the Mission

that banner citing SF Weekly has hung 
over the door for a very long time. 
Thanks, Philz!) 

One of a clutch of top-tier Mexican 
spots, Taqueria Vallarta (3033 24th 
St.) cranks out tacos al vapor day and 
night from a station right up front, 
with offal options taking center stage. 
As decked out in murals as adjacent 
Balmy Alley, its burritos are no slouch- 
es, either. Meat-eaters know 24th 
Street is home to two of S.F’s three 
EI Farolito locations, where chorizo 
super-burritos remain the city’s gold 
standard gut-busters. Slightly more 
self-consciously upscale and famed for 
its salsas, Papalote Mexican Grill 
(3409 24th St.) is anything but an 
interloper. 

El Nuevo Frutilandia (3077 
24th St.) sounds like a juice shop or 
produce market, but it’s a full-service 
Cuban-Puerto Rican restaurant (if one 
with moderately unusual hours). Come 
here for Cubano sandwiches, late-af- 
ternoon sangria, or ropa vieja, the 


plate of shredded beef with vegetables

that’s Cuba’s iconic dish. Among the 
handful of top-notch Peruvian restau- 
rants sprinkled throughout the Mis- 
sion, Alma Cocina (2801 Folsom St.) 
stands out for its cocktails, its lomo 
saltado, and its Japanese-inflected 
ceviches, making it the ideal neighbor- 
hood dinner spot. 

As San Francisco is nothing if not 
full of places you won’t find anywhere 
else, the rare Hungarian restaurant is 
right here. Paprika (3324 24th St.) 
is more properly a beer hall pouring 
German and Czech brews alongside 
sausages, szeged goulash, and apple 
strudl. Having opened nearly a decade 
ago, the Wise Sons Jewish Delica- 
tessen mothership (3150 24th St.) has 
staples like smoked trout and chopped 
liver alongside shrewd extras like 
shawarma and the Manny’s breakfast 
burrito (hint: it’s got pastrami). While 
no one bagel will settle the existen- 
tial-parochial question of whether San 
Francisco knows how to make them, 
the Jersey-esque slices at The Pizza 
Shop (3104 24th St.) and the paper 


plates they’re served on definitively 
answer that question about that other 
Northeastern staple. 

Like that hipster McDonald’s 
— only with more retro appeal — 
beefy Top Round Roast Beef (2962 
24th St.) might technically be a chain, 
but one that serves hard-to-find Mid- 
western delights like beef on weck 
alongside plenty of frozen custards 
— plus it’s the only Bay Area location. 
If it’s ice cream you crave, Jake Godby 
and Sean Vahey of Humphry Slo- 
combe (2790A Harrison St.) have been 
scooping flavorful oddities for more 
than a decade, including the Chocolate 
Smoked Sea Salt, Harvey Milk + Honey 
Graham, and that New York Times-bait- 
ing bourbon-and-corn-flakes combo 
Secret Breakfast. 

A few blocks down, the century-old 
diner St. Francis Fountain (2801 
24th St.) serves burgers and shakes 
and accents its soda-jerk appeal with 
a candy counter filled with 1980s 
trading cards. A few doors down is the 
Roosevelt Tamale Parlor (2817 24th 
St.), whose neon sign can almost align 
with St. Francis’ and with dive bar 
Pop’s across the street, if you get the 
right angle. Barry Moore and Aaron 
Presbrey revived it after a 2015 brush 
with death — Pop’s, too, closed for a 
time — and now it’s home to elote ta- 
males, pozole, and burrito bowls. Just 
next door is La Torta Gorda (2833 
24th St.), whose pulled-pork “pierna 
enchilada” got the No. 2 spot on the 
Food Network’s Top 5 Sandwiches in 
America in 2015. 

On the more upscale end — but not 
by a huge leap — Nick and Anna Sager 
Cobarruvias’s New California establish- 
ment Son’s Addition (2990 24th St.) 
is the low-key place for expert takes 
on braised yellowtail collar, roasted 
hen-of-the-woods mushrooms, and 
brussels sprout panzanella. 

Rupam Bhagat’s sprightly Ritu 
Indian Soul Food (3111 24th St.) 
has quickly become a destination for 
a wide array of chaats, cauliflower ke- 
babs from the tandoor, and hefty clas- 
sics like a lamb shank rogan josh, while 
Brandon Kirksey’s endlessly inventive 
Foxsister (3161 24th St.) is the place 
for gratifying takes on Korean bar 
food, grafted seamlessly onto a Bene- 
dict-heavy brunch menu — and with 
boozy slushies to tide you over as you 
watch kitschy sci-fi movies on TV.

Media Desert 


Every two weeks 10,000 copies of S.F.’s only free, bilingual newspaper hit the streets of the Mission, providing vital news and insights for a pop- 
ulation left out of mainstream coverage.

San Francisco has had its fair 
share of media closures and launches in 
the past few decades. The Bay Guardian 
shuttered in 2014, around the same time 
that neighborhood news site Hoodline 
launched. The Bold Italic and SFist both 
shut down, got bought, and then re- 
opened. But throughout all the ups and 
downs of the city’s media landscape, one 
paper has been pumping out issues every 
two weeks since 1970. El Tecolote is the 
longest-running English and Spanish 
newspaper in the state of California, and 
it’s going strong. It’s not a small opera- 
tion, either: Twice a month, 10,000 free 
papers are distributed along the 24th, 
16th, and Mission corridors. 

Its history is based in revolution. 
In 1968, S.F. State students went on 
strike for months, protesting a Eu- 
rocentric curriculum and demanding 
a proper ethnic studies department 
that honored the histories of people 
of color. They eventually won, but the 
energy to lift up the voices and issues 
that mattered to their communities 
was still raging long after — and one 
teacher saw its potential. 

“The joke was that the ink on his 
teaching credential wasn’t even dry 
yet,” El Tecolote Editor in Chief Alexis 
Terrazas says of Juan Gonzales, a 
young S.F. State professor who, with a 
group of students, helped launch the 
paper. 

In the 1960s the Mission was a 
news desert — and what little coverage 
there was by citywide papers tended 
to be sensationalized. Reporters para- 
chuted in to cover murders and gang 
violence, but never stuck around to 
hear from the community about what 
issues mattered most to them. El Te- 
colote — which was bilingual from the 
get-go — has changed that. 

“We have to have representation 
in newsrooms. There’s not just two 
sides, there are multiple sides to a 
story, Terrazas says. “You're not going 
to get all of those angles if you don’t 
have community media like this, if 
you don’t have journalists from these 


communities.” 

It’s an honest vision, one that other 
neighborhood-specific blogs around 
the city replicate. But while many of 
those eventually fizzle out, El Tecolote 
is thriving, possibly because it’s almost 
entirely community-run. Terrazas is 
full-time, but all the writers, photogra- 
phers, copy-editors, and translators are 
volunteers. Today, a steady stream of 
avid readers offers their support, but it 
wasn't always that way. 

“When I started here in 2014, the 
pool was really small,” Terrazas says. 
“It was not uncommon for me, as the 
editor-in-chief, to write three to four 
stories an issue, which was exhaust- 
ing.” 

But a fateful collaboration with 
Jon Funabiki’s journalism class at S.F. 
State, where the paper was born, has 
over time become integral to the pa- 
per’s production. Students in the pro- 
gram have an opportunity to work for 
El Tecolote and learn how a community 
paper works from the inside out. 

In the beginning, “it was rough,” 
Terrazas laughs. “Definitely a learning 
experience. But last semester, it was 
really awesome.” 

Despite not having paid reporters, 
El Tecolote continues to produce an 
exceptionally high quality of work. 

It’s swept award ceremonies, and has 
featured high-quality longform work 
on everything from white nationalists 
to fatal police shootings to interviews 
with young migrants. 

“We try to strike a balance between 
having hard news and arts and culture 
— but also, we know that it’s on us to 
be a community resource, Terrazas 
says. Over the last few years, since the 
2016 election, politics has been kind of 
at the forefront, and immigration has a 
lot to do with that.” 

An upcoming issue speaks to this: 
In a few weeks, he’ll publish stories of 
migrants who are living in shelters in 
Tijuana, desperate to cross the border. 

The arts and culture portion of E/ 
Tecolote has always been present, going 
hand-in-hand with its news coverage. 
Early on the paper merged with arts

and community organization Accién 
Latina, which became a nonprofit in 
1987, and a legacy business in 2017. 
The headquarters on 24th Street in- 
cludes a large gallery space facing the 
street, with El Tecolote and other staff 
desks in the back. Possibilities for col- 
laboration between the paper and the 
gallery are endless; currently, an art 
show celebrating the legacy of Los Sie- 
te de la Raza — a group of men falsely 
charged with murdering a police officer 
in 1969 — encouraged Terrazas to dig 
through El Tecolote’s archives, which 
live in several filing cabinets behind his 
desk. He uncovered an epic piece from 


1970 that detailed the trial of the sev- 
en men. Instead of rewriting the his- 


torical event, he simply republished it. 


Keeping a finger on the pulse of an 
evolving neighborhood isn’t always 
easy — but El Tecolote’s ties to Accién 
Latina help keep it grounded in what 
the community wants and needs. A 
recent gathering of community feed- 
back highlighted some subgroups that 
didn’t feel represented — particularly 
Afro-Latinx and queer communities. 

“Our communities are changing. 
Our neighborhoods are changing. 

It’s on us to document what is here, 
whether it’s art, resistance, activism,”

Terrazas says. “We're always trying 
to open ourselves up to being open 
to constructive criticism. That really 
guides all our editorial decision-mak- 
ing.” 

And that adaptability will no doubt 
keep El Tecolote printing for decades 
to come. 

“People come back still to look 
through our archives,” Tarrazas says, 
gesturing at his filing cabinets. “I’m 
hoping in 20, 30 years from now they 
can look at what we were doing today, 
to see what was really happening.”

The myth of Philomela and 
Procne is as disturbingly violent as it is 
obscure. Via Ovid’s Metamorphoses, it’s 
the story of a Greek princess (Philo- 
mela) who requires royal protection on 
the journey from Athens to Thrace — 
only to wind up raped by the very king 
(Tereus) who was supposed to escort 
her safely. Defiant, she rebukes him, so 
he cuts out her tongue. Refusing to be 
silenced, she weaves a tapestry that 
tells her story and sends it to her sister 
Procne, who is Tereus’ queen. In a rage, 
Procne kills Itys, her own son by 
Tereus, and serves the boy to his father 
as a meal. As the revenge escalates, 
Tereus tries to kill them with an ax, but 
the gods transform them into birds. 

The fairytales of the Brothers 
Grimm are pretty dark, but this sto- 
ry is especially dark — which made 
it the perfect subject material for 
rock-opera veterans The Kilbanes 
(the medea cycle, Eddie the Marvelous 
Who Will Save the World), the band 
anchored by husband-and-wife duo 
Kate Kilbane and Dan Moses. Their 
re-telling, Weightless, returns to San 
Francisco at A.C.T.’s Strand Theater 
for a brief run (April 30-May 12), 
with some modifications because this 
is the first time the show has been 
presented on a proscenium stage — 
as opposed to a black box, as it was 
during its original residency at Z 
Space and later at various festivals. 
From a nuts-and-bolts perspective, 
Kate Kilbane says, the blocking need- 
ed tweaks, and so did the narration. 

“It’s narrated by a Greek god 
who’s just over it,” she says. “She’s 
seen it all, she’s tired of it, and she 
gets drawn into the story in spite of 
herself, interacting with the audience. 
She starts as a bridge between the 
story itself and the audience. We used 
to accomplish that in the crowd a lot 
and that’s no longer available to us in 
the same way, so we've been thinking 
hard about how to preserve and en- 
hance that relationship.” 

Written with Patti Smith in mind 
— and played by the formidable Julia 
Brothers — Kilbane describes the 
deity as something of an “androgy- 
nous Bowie from the Ziggy Stardust”

period. 

“She is more than beyond gender,” 
Kilbane says. “She is above it. She en- 
compasses all.” 

Because both Kilbane and Moses 
have music backgrounds, they chose 
to stage Weightless as a rock opera 
and not a standard musical. Simply 
put, they wanted their peers to know 
that it was “for them. 

“We did begin as a touring rock 
band, even though we’re highly the- 
atrical and weird,” Kilbane says. “We 
feel like Tommy is more our legacy 
than like Mamma Mia!” 

As more of a song cycle, where 
the narration mostly happens within 
the songs themselves — as opposed 
to alternating between song and 
book — Weightless inverts the story 
to give its female protagonists greater 
agency. That, Kilbane says, was one of 
the strongest pieces of constructive 
criticism as the opera has evolved.

in finding the borderlands between 
what is a concert and what is a piece 
of theater,” Moses says, “and really 
carving out a space and really figuring 
out how we can retain the way a con- 
cert feels, the theatricality of that.” 

That the myth is not well known 
was a virtue. Self-described “myth 
nerd” Kilbane first encountered it via 
Shakespeare’s Titus Andronicus, and 
unlike stories such as Orpheus and 
Eurydice’s failed escape from Hades, 
the obscurity meant they could play 
“fast and loose” with their adapta- 
tion. For instance, Kilbane says, they 
nixed the cannibalism for fear that 
everyone would talk about it as “the 
play where they eat the baby.” But 
mostly, it was about opening up room 
for possibilities, not circumscribing 
them. 

“The impossible, beautiful ending, 
where they all turn into birds — it 
felt like such a ridiculous theatrical 
challenge that felt very reachable, 
musically,” she says. “As musicians, 
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we were like, ‘Oh, yeah! They turn 
into birds and fly away? We got 
this!’ That was what really drew 
us to it.” 

The story’s narrative com- 
pactness — Kilbane’s preferred 
descriptor is “lumpy,” like one of 
the fables in the Book of Genesis 
that’s over in a flash — is what 
gives Weightless its power. 

“Music has this power to 
enter the crevice of amoment 
and blow up all the feelings and 
complications in that moment,” 
Kilbane says. “You can hit all the 
major points and you're done in 
four sentences. That’s exciting to 
us because each word can become 
a song.”

The White Crow 
Rated R. Opens Friday at the 
Embarcadero Center Cinema. 
Some 35 years after Taylor Hackford’s 
Mikhail Baryshnikov vehicle White Nights, 
the slow-burning subgenre of “films with 
‘White’ in the title about and/or starring 
a legendary Soviet ballet dancer who 
defected to the West” gets another entry 
with Ralph Fiennes’ The White Crow, a 
biopic of Rudolf Nureyev. A stated theme 
of Nureyev’s dancing — and thus the film 
— is that the technique is less important 
than what story is being told, which makes 
it all the more ironic that director Fiennes’ 
technique tends to muddle the story. He 
focuses on the events of 1961 Paris, where 
the 23-year-old Nureyev (Oleg Ivenko) 
defects with the aid of socialite Clara Saint 
(Adéle Exarchopoulos). But Fiennes does so 
in a rather unfocused manner, intermixed 
with frequent flashbacks to the younger, 
slightly shaggier Nureyev studying under 
the kindly instructor Pushkin (Ralph 
Fiennes) in 1955 Leningrad, while a third, 
wholly unnecessary timeline drives home 
that Nureyev’s childhood was miserable. 
Thankfully, The White Crow is engaging 
enough to overcome the stumbles in how 
its story is told. The climactic defection 
scene is a nailbiter, and Fiennes evokes 
what feels like an authentic Tati-era 
Paris. And while the picture wisely treats 
Nureyev’s queerness as just one of many 


facets of his personality, we do get to see 
somebody’s own little crow. Sherilyn

The French Hada Name for It 5% 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 

Let’s face it: The French probably also 
had words for the chode, precum, and the 
female orgasm long before anyone else did. 
This Gallic film-noir series has run every 
November since 2014, and the French 
probably also have a word for the math that 
results in this edition being numbered 5% 
while this November’s edition will be called 
The French Had a Name for It 6. Since 
being a rarity is the best, this fractional 
edition kicks off with a double-rarity, in 
that it’s by a director who’s still working: 
Costa-Gavras’s 1965 debut Compartiment 
Tueurs. That translates as The Sleeping Car 
Murders, a wonderfully pulpy start for the 
future director of Z and Missing. Another 
lovely rarity is the 32-minute “Retour 
de Jean” by future Wages of Fear director 
Henri-Georges Clouzot, which is excerpted 
from the 1949 anthology film Retour a la 
Vie. Speaking of early works, there’s Jean 
Renoir’s 1932 noir-launching La Nuit du 
Carrefour, itself released the same year as 
his better-remembered Boudu Saved from 
Drowning. And since we can all use more 
Erich von Stroheim in our lives, don’t miss 
Bernard-Roland’s 1949 circus-based thriller 
Portrait d'un Assassin. It even features the 
ol’ Hun in a neck brace for probably the 
first time since 1932's La Grande Illusion!

While a building would have to 
be 1,000 feet higher to claim the title to- 
day, in the 19th-century, the tallest 
building west of the Mississippi River 
was the Montgomery Block. At only four 
stories tall — and built in 1853 on a red- 
wood foundation — it was known asa 
hotbed of bohemian and literary culture 
in what quickly became the Barbary 
Coast. Mark Twain, Ambrose Bierce, and 
others all passed through, and it was the 
rare building to survive the 1906 quake 
and fire. It lasted all the way until the 
1950s, in fact — only to be demolished 
and replaced by the Transamerica Pyra- 
mid. 

Nearly every trace of that era has 
been supplanted by high-rises, of 
course. But while the redwood forest 
behind the skyscraper and adjacent 
Mark Twain Alley are lovely places to

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ramble or eat lunch, the neighborhood 
has cried out for something with a 
metaphorical umbilical cord to connect 
it. Something with a little more hedo- 
nistic heft than a mechanical bull and 
a less deadly serious approach than un- 
smiling ballet-style table service. 

That place is Verjus. Michael and 
Lindsay Tusk (of Quince and Cotogna) 
have brought their immense wine 
knowledge and cellar to bear ona 
(mostly) French-Spanish menu of mid- 
range victories, and the result is in- 
tellectual without becoming pompous 
or mannered. It’s not just fun to eat 
here; it’s exciting. If you feel stumped 
by which natural and relatively obscure 
wine might go with gravlax and/or 
anchovies, you will probably delight 
a server who will offer you half-pours 
of a Muscadet and a Herve Villemade 
Sauvignon Blanc with enough residual 
sugars in it to stand up against salty

fish prepared with red and green sal- 
sas. 

There are a couple of confusing 
design elements. First, I never know 
which door I’m supposed to walk into 
and at what time of day, or if I’m sup- 
posed to wait there at the threshold or 
immediately approach one of the two 
counters. The only food menu is print- 
ed on the wall, theater-marquee style, 
while wines by the bottle are attached 
to a clipboard and wines by the glass 
are wedged between the condiments. 
The “chef’s counter” is a glorified 
cleared-off zone near the restrooms 
with a minimum of interaction with 
the kitchen and an iffy view of that one 
food menu. 

And just to get my biggest pet peeve 
off my chest, the napkins are that 
cheap, thin, useless kind that come ina 
tacky upright dispenser. (Cloth, please! 
Or, barring that, functional paper you 


don’t have to wad up.) 

But across visits for lunch and din- 
ner in the dining room and a late-af- 
ternoon wine-and-cheese excursion 
in, you begin to grasp the underlying 
mechanism: a steely joyousness, a 
cerebral sense of play. Verjus is best 
during the day, when it’s calm and the 
space — spaces, really — shine. You're 
probably not going to encounter any- 
one headstrong enough to argue with 
an $85 corkage, either. 

That high-gloss, deep-red ceilings 
really are a wonder, an antidote to all 
those hideous, Terry Gilliam’s Bra- 
zil-esque HVAC systems sprayed with 
flame retardant and left exposed. Un- 
doubtedly, they add to the noise vol- 
ume, but that’s OK. In the library-like 
wine shop half, which is no longer fully 
separated from the dining room, a 
table for two can be almost thrilling. A 
glass of elegant Pierre Baillette Coeur 
de l Histoire Blanc de Blancs against a 
geometric slice of paté rustique with 
some pickled vegetables and some 
Sofia — Cowgirl Creamery’s deliri- 
ously creamy chevre — feels unique, 
transporting, conspiratorial. However 
simple-sounding, a jar of duck liver 
mousse with toast points is right there 
behind it. 

Dinner is ravishing, from plump, al- 
most self-destructing boudin noir to a 
salad of peas, peapods, and pea greens. 
A morel ragout with plenty of favas 
and an egg yolk was buttery to the 
nth degree — while a lamb merguez 
couscous with whole carrots was the 
opposite of the blood sausage: thin, 
piquant, and snappy. 

Pairing it with a sharp, unfiltered, 
almost bizarre non-vintage Calcarius 
orange wine from Puglia, you can 
snatch a glimpse of how the Tusks 
have wrested control and forced us to 
give in almost without even realizing 
it. From the menu to the no-reserva- 
tions policy to the service, Verjus is 
top-down bohemia. You will have to 
experiment at least a little, and no you 
cannot have a whole roast chicken. 
Spoilsports might quibble about the 
slight lack of choices, and there is a 
paucity of sensuous reds by the glass, 
but if you give in and let Verjus be the 
boss, you'll find the lack of safety novel 
and refreshing. This is the vibe, no 
doubt about it.

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Go Eat This Now: 
Club Waziema

Club Waziema is a relic from a 
time many of us can’t even remember, 
back from one of those many eras When 
San Francisco Was Still Cool that we all 
hear so often about. During the 1960s 
and’70s, before it reopened as Club Wa- 
ziema in 1999, a jazz venue called Club 
Morocco occupied the same space. Musi- 
cians such as Billie Holiday, B.B. King, 


and Marvin Gaye came through these 
same doors to perform in the dim, 
smoke-filled saloon. After a 20-year clo- 
sure, the bar was reopened by Nebiat and 
Beshue Tesfazgi, who have kept the 
space alive for two subsequent decades, 
serving locals homemade Ethiopian 
food. 

While Waziema looks a lot like any 
other hole-in-the-wall, with a pool 
table and a jukebox, what makes it 
different is the food. Every day, Wazie- 
ma offers beef, chicken, or lamb stew 
served with lentils, collard greens, and 
salad, all piled on top of spongy injera 
bread. Vegetarian options include split 
pea and mushroom sauce with pota- 
toes, carrots, onion, and garlic. Nebiat, 


Waziema’s matriarch, cooks food that’s 
as beautiful as her big, white smile. 

It’s colorful, it’s earthy, it’s rustic, and 
it pairs perfectly with a light lager. 


Where else can you sit in a dark corner, 


get a little drunk and eat stewed vege- 
tables with your fingers? 

Not only that, you're dining in a 
space that oozes with history. Only 
feet away from your table is where the 
likes of James Brown and Chuck Berry 
sang and sweat their way onto rock ’n’ 
roll’s Mt. Olympus. 

With so many restaurants opening 
all over the city with complicated con- 
cepts and ordering apps that nobody 


actually needs, I yearn for authenticity. 


I find it hard to believe that a place

that before.” 

Silence, fool! These four drinks are 
well thought-out and beautifully exe- 
cuted, without falling down the rabbit 
hole until the underlying ideas are only 
comprehensible to nightlife profes- 
sionals who routinely spend time on 
three continents. 

Let’s begin with The Bird in the 
Hand, a large-format take on a Palo- 
ma for four people — each of whom 
controls their own spigot — that rep- 
resents air and evokes New Orleans 
and Mexico in equal proportions. A 
mix of Espolon blanco tequila, Cam- 
pari, grapefruit, honey, and absinthe, 
it has its own roof garden of mint and 
rosemary, and the pink-orange hue 
looks like dawn itself. 

You might want to call it a situa- 
tion, but that term has already been 
taken by some tax-evading dipshit. 
This is more of an event. 

Fortune Favors the Bold, which 
comes with its own fortune cookie — 
and a crouton — combines a blend of 
rum and rhum with the ginger-allspice 
liqueur (and tiki favorite) falernum, 
plus artichoke liqueur and passion 
fruit syrup. The most elegant of the 
four, Anjou, is an autumnal Metropoli- 
tan variation with Bertoux brandy, the 
aperitif known as Pineau de Charentes, 
a droplet or two of hazelnut oil, anda 
dried-pear garnish, served up. 

But the most ostentatious is All 
Bark and No Bite, a take on a Boule- 
vardier that uses five separate amari 
along with Rittenhouse rye and Car- 
pano Bianco. Each individual drink 
is served on one of Elements’ 24 
hand-blown-glass-and-tree-branch 
couplings — which is to say, you have 
to rest your glass on the wood because 
it might tip over if you set it on the 
tabletop. 

Sensibly, ONE65’s ground-floor 
patisserie is set to open first, on or 
around Thursday, May 16. Elements is 
scheduled for closely behind and the 
Bistro & Grill (third floor) and Le To- 
hic’s statement restaurant, O’, capping 
things off on the fifth and sixth floors. 
A pun on the name of the street and 
the French word for water, it’s likely 
to become San Francisco’s statement 
restaurant for 2019.

THE VOICE OF SAN FRANCISCO 
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About Strange Affairs 


By Brett Callwood 


The industrial scene that found 
a home in Chicago in the 1980s and ’90s 
— thanks to the Wax Trax! label and 
store — was far more eclectic and dy- 
namic than many people give it credit 
for. Even the name of the genre suggests 
machine-like monotony, a factory din, 
and harsh noises. To varying degrees, 
bands such as Ministry, Front 242, and 
Front Line Assembly reinforced that im- 
pression. 

But a little digging reveals that 
a whole lot more was going on. The 
proof is Chi-Town band My Life 
with the Thrill Kill Kult — regularly 
shortened to a far more manageable 
TKK — which formed in 1987 under 
Groovie Mann (real name Frankie 
Nardiello) and Buzz McCoy (Marston 
Daley). From the I See Good Spirits and 
I See Bad Spirits debut album in ’88, it 
was clear that these guys did things a 
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little differently. The electronic fuzz 
and heaviness were there, but satiri- 
cal humor, religious-satanic themes, 
horror-film imagery (and a ton of sex) 
were added to the mix, too, along with 
an atypical disco swing. The result 

is a disturbing-yet-wholly enjoyable 
industrial sleaze rock band with a 32- 
year legacy and 12 studio albums in 
the bank. 

The most recent is this year’s In the 
House of Strange Affairs, and Groovie 
Mann believes that it displays a new 
maturity. Not that the band has gone 
old and dull on us; rather, they’ve com- 
bined all that made them great in the 
past with a very contemporary sense 
of “now.” Mann and McCoy wrote the 
album together, and the pair saw a sto- 
ry, amain theme, start to form as they 
collaborated. Trouble is, even the man 
himself struggles to put his finger on 
what that theme is. 

“We start with a chunk of songs 


and they sort of fall in place and out of 
place,” Mann says. “It puts itself into 

a story in a way sometimes. I wouldn’t 
say it was necessarily a concept album 
like [1995’s] Hit & Run Holiday, but I 
think it sort of follows a path. They’re 
all like little separate stories. For me, 

I take it as a book of short stories that 
sort of have a familiarness between 
each one but don't really connect.” 

A conversation with Mann is a gen- 
uine treat, if a mildly disorienting one. 
Ducking and diving between points, 
he’s certainly not a conventional in- 
terviewee. But it’s worth it, because he 
considers each question carefully and 
usually utters something interesting 
between cackles and coos. You just 
have to unravel it from the tangle of 
everything else. That’s barely surpris- 
ing — the man isa sharp, fascinating 
cat, always looking to soak up informa- 
tion and art. Take his taste in music, 
for example. 

“T bop around to different things,” 
Mann says. “I listen to a lot of the old 
stuff — experimental things that I was 
attracted to in the early 80s before 
industrial music. I’m all over the place. 
Soundtracks — I like to listen to Nino 
Rota film soundtracks, weird French 
jazz music — anything that’s sort of 
off. I like heavy-metal dirge stuff like 
Pelican, old bands like Black Sabbath, 
Alice Cooper, David Bowie — it’s just 
my whole ’70s core. I have different 
styles every day.” 

Industrial Accident: The Story of Wax 
Trax! Records is anew documentary 
movie directed by Julia Nash and writ- 
ten by Mark Skillicorn, and it’s likely 
that interest in the label will increase 
again after the film’s release. For 
Mann, who takes part in the Q&As at 
some screenings, the whole industrial 
tag inspired mixed feelings. 

“T love them — we were spawned 
as that whole thing grew but it’s a lot 
different for me and Buzz,” he says. 
“Even though we were around and in 
it, we weren't, I wouldn't say at least, 

a driving force like a lot of the other 
bands were, with the sort of aggressive 
and repetitious and powerful sound 

— though we had those elements, we 
were more off the wall. Similar but 
freakier. I just felt that we never did 

fit in, and it was because we didn’t 
really care. We were more interested in 
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Frisky Thrill Kill Kult Opens up 





developing what we were delving into. 
A lot of people think that everybody 
got along and it was one big family, 
but everybody was literally working 
on projects and in passing you'd meet 
certain people.” 

Having lived in his native Chicago 
for most of his life, Mann took the 
plunge and relocated to Los Angeles 
in 2008. For years, it was a move he 
swore he'd never make because of his 
love for his hometown, and his disdain 
for La-La Land. Those opinions have 
changed over time, mind you. He’s set- 
tled, and he appreciates the fact that 
San Francisco, a city he says “gets it” in 
reference to TKK, is within relatively 
easy reach. 

“Buzz moved out to the West Coast 
in the early 90s, after the label folded,” 
Mann says. “I would always go, ‘Oh my 
God, I could never fucking live there.’ 
And now I like it here, I really do. It’s 
funny. Everything changes. New York 
changed and L.A.’s changed. Being a 
Midwesterner, you end up going back 
to your nest in the middle. But you 
love both places. I think in the movie 
I say something like, “We’re not New 
York, we’re not L.A,’ And now I live in 
L.A. I guess you shouldn't say you hate 
anything, or that you're sober. Never 
say you re sober.” 

After performing what was essen- 
tially a “greatest hits” set for the past 
couple of years, Mann is excited to 
insert some new material. Of course, 
there will still be a lot of old favorites 
in there. In fact, the band likes to take 
suggestions from fans online when 
planning a set for a tour. 

“We've put together a setlist from 
fans and friends,” Mann says. “A bit 
from a bunch of our different albums. 
Stuff from Spooky Tricks, 13 Above the 
Night — amore mixed up, different 
set than we usually play. We’ve been 
doing our 30-year set for the last year 
or two, so it'll be fun to have some 
new stuff mixed in and challenging to 
perform it.” 

Mann then chuckles, adding, “It 
keeps you frisky.”

Singer-songwriter Kevin Morby is beloved for 
his folk-tinged brand of no-frills rock and has 
become a masterful storyteller in his own right 
with vivid and sentimental narrative-driven 
lyricism. Morby, who went solo in 2013 after 
bouts with The Babies and Woods, would prove 
to become a bonafide talent with critically- 
acclaimed albums like 2016's Singing Life, and 
continuing to artistically evolve with each 
consecutive album.
